A Red Indian 


pe outbreak of World war 
made Ifa'e one claim on 
Archie’s ancestry and blood. 
But when he enlisted in the 
40th Battalion at Digby, Nova 
Scotian, in May 1915, he gave 
Montreal ag his birthplace. He 
also claimed military experi~ 
ence fr the Mexican Scout 
Corps. He served in France 08 
a highly accurate sniper until 
he was shot in the right foot. 
Ho loathed the war, but was 
no pacifist, and it was with re- 
lief that he was invallded baci 
to England—dand’ Hastings. 


It was a. frustrating’ reunion 
for bis aunts.

The past he had 
consigned to obscurity. 


In 1925 he met the woman 
who was to change his Ufe once 
again, and bring him happiness 
and fame—Anahareo, o full- 
blooded Iroquol’s Red Indian. 
Two years later he married her. 
It was she who converted him 
from ao trapper who killed 
benver for the price of thelr 
skins into Canada’s foremost 
protector of wild animals— 
particularly beavers. 


He wrote his first book — In 
their tiny Jog cabin on the edge 
of a jake telling the story of his 
two beaver friends, McGinnis 
and McGinty, It was an aston- 
ishing success. Other books fol- 
lowed rapidly from his fluent 
but scratchy pen_in the frozen 
back+garden of Canada.

When Grey Owl had applied 
for naturalisation papers in

The reason for this Temains 
obscure but the most likely Is 
that on those occasions when he 
felt his Indian name might not 
be axecepted legally he: then 
avoided at all costs his real 
nanre and the past ft recalled.

Fritz Knoechlein rose slowly 
to his feat tn the dock, and 
Madame Castel came right up to 
him, ber bright cyes scanning 
every feature of his face.

Madame Castel was followed 
by German witnesecs.

“He roared; “These prisoners 
ore nothing to do whth you.

He must have started his 
relentless note-taldng from the 
moment a bewildered Dylon 
i.nomas arrived at Idlewild Air- 
port for the first time, looting, 
as Brinnin records, “bundled 
LK an immigrant in u shapeless 
rough woollen parka, his hair as 
tungied as a nest trom which 
the bird has flown, his eyes 
wide, scared. ...” 

I cannot claim to have known 
Dyian Thomas well, but I did 
meet him, and, like 60 many

dovastatingly critical, hilariously 
funny, astoundingly erudite, and 
medievally bawdy.

Mr Grimmond, a “full- 
ifme magician" from Eastbourne, developed his method before the
